PWA  sentenced  for 
biting  guard 

Calling  the  case  a  farce, 9  Philadelphia  AIDS 
activists  mobilize  around  the  Black  gay  prisoner

PHILADELPHIA  —  The  sentencing  last 
month  of  a  Black  gay  PWA  who  was  ac¬ 
cused  of  trying  to  kill  a  prison  guard  with  his 
saliva  has  sparked  new  activism  here.  The 
case  of  Gregory  Smith,  sentenced  for  at¬ 
tempted  murder  May  18  in  New  Jersey’s 
Camden  County  Superior  Court,  has  led  to 
a  new  coalition  among  gay  organizations, 
prisoners’  rights  advocates,  and  AIDS  ac¬ 
tion  groups. 

“We’re  seeing  the  criminalization  of 
AIDS,”  said  Judy  Greenspan  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Prison  Project  of  the  American  Civil 
Liberties  Union  (ACLU).  She  said  that  laws 
which  classify  the  intentional  transmission 
of  HIV  as  a  felony  are  “springing  up  all  over 
the  country.”  Greenspan  added,  “It’s  a 
manipulation  of  state  law,  taking  fear  of 
AIDS  and  applying  it  to  prisoners.” 

Smith  was  convicted  of  attempted  murder 
in  April  based  on  a  prison  guard’s  claim  that 
Smith  bit  him  with  the  intent  of  giving  the 
guard  AIDS.  At  that  time,  Smith  told  GCN 
that  despite  inconsistent  testimonies  from 
witnesses,  the  jury  believed  he  bit  the  guard. 
More  alarmingly,  said  Smith,  the  fact  that 
he  has  AIDS  also  influenced  the  jury  to 


believe  that  he  was  guilty.  (See  GCN,  April 
22-28,  1990.)  Smith  was  sentenced  to 
1 2 '/2 -25  years  in  prison.  According  to 
Greenspan,  he  is  appealing  the  decision  and 
has  decided  to  countersue  the  prison  guards. 

After  his  conviction,  Smith  sent  letters  to 
various  gay  and  AIDS  advocacy  organiza¬ 
tions  in  the  Philadelphia  area,  as  well  as  to 
the  ACLU,  explaining  his  plight  and  asking 
for  assistance.  Several  groups  sent  represen¬ 
tatives  to  Smith’s  sentencing,  including 
ACT  UP/Philadelphia,  We  The  People 
With  AIDS/ARC,  and  Black  and  White 
Men  Together  (BWMT)/Philape!phia. 

John  Spear,  a  member  of  BWMT,  told 
GCN  that  he  thought  Smith’s  conviction 
and  sentencing  were  indicative  of  hysteria 
about  AIDS.  “It’s  a  farce,”  he  said.  “It’s 
intolerable.”  He  added  that  spreading  ac¬ 
curate  information  about  AIDS  during 
Smith’s  appeal  might  increase  the  chances 
of  his  conviction  being  overturned.  Public 
health  officials  and  medical  researchers 
have  long  agreed  that  saliva  is  not  a  means 
of  transmission  for  HIV.  (HIV  is  a  virus

activists  infiltrate  the  event

CHICAGO  —  Over  150  AIDS  and  Cen¬ 
tral  America  activists  staged  a  joint  protest 
here  June  7  during  a  Republican  fundraising 
event  that  featured  President  George  Bush. 
Members  of  ACT  UP  and  the  Committee  in 
Solidarity  with  the  People  of  El  Salvador 
(CISPES)  demonstrated  both  inside  and 
outside  of  the  fundraiser  for  gubernatorial 
nominee  Jim  Edgar,  which  was  held  at  the 
Hyatt-Regency. 

Inside  at  the  cocktail  gathering,  four  ACT 
UP  supporters  were  arrested  after  disrupt¬ 
ing  a  speech  by  Bush.  Although  Bush 
praised  the  “decent,  honorable  people” 
demonstrating  for  Lithuanian  independence 
who  were  also  protesting  his  speech,  he 
neglected  to  mention  the  AIDS  and  Central 
America  activists.  At  that  point,  ACT  UP’s 
Sharyl  Holzman  stood  on  a  chair,  blew  a 
whistle  and  shouted,  “Why  don’t  you  talk 
about  AIDS?” 

According  to  protester  Debbie  Gould,  the 
four  continued  to  disrupt  Bush’s  speech  by 
shouting,  “A  person  with  AIDS  dies  every 
12  minutes”  and  “Lighting  candles  in  the 
White  House  isn’t  enough.”  Gould  and 
fellow  demonstrator  Kirk  Rakos  also  held 
up  a  sign  that  read,  “Money  for  AIDS,  Not 
for  War. 

When  the  last  of  the  four,  ACT  UP’s 
Mark  Fleschman,  attempted  to  speak  out. 


said  Gould,  the  crowd  began  booing  the 
protesters.  “They  shouted  homophobic  in¬ 
sults  at  us,  tried  to  tear  up  our  banner,  and 
someone  yanked  Sharyl’s  hair,”  she  told 
GCN. 

The  four  protesters  were  quickly  escorted 
out  by  Chicago  police  and  charged  with 
criminal  trespass.  They  were  later  released 
on  bond.  Although  police  allege  that  the 
protesters  refused  to  leave  after  being  asked 
to  do  so  by  Hyatt  security,  the  activists 
dispute  that  claim.  “No  one  asked  us  any¬ 
thing,”  said  Gould.  “They  just  grabbed  us. 
No  one  [from  security]  even  spoke  to  us.” 

Rakos  told  GCN  that  he  was  unnecessari¬ 
ly  handled  roughly  and  sustained  bruises 
when  police  physically  removed  him  from 
the  room.  “We  agreed  before  we  got  there 
that  if  they  asked  us  to  leave,  we  would  go 
without  struggle,”  he  said. 

Outside  the  hotel,  members  of  ACT  UP 
and  CISPES  chanted  noisily  throughout  the 
demonstration,  which  was  staged  near  the 
exit  that  Bush’s  motorcade  used  to  leave  the 
hotel.  The  protest  came  to  a  peak  when  be¬ 
tween  50  and  70  police  officers  and  several 
police  wagons  began  to  surround  the  pro¬ 
testers. 

The  police  grabbed  signs  and  banners  and

Boston  Pride  at  20 


Thousands  of  marchers  celebrate  with  a  raucus  mix  of 
fun  and  politics

BOSTON  —  Just  three  weeks  short  of  the 
21st  anniversary  of  the'  Stonewall  riots, 
Boston  held  its  20th  annual  Pride  celebra¬ 
tion  June  9.  Music,  chants,  and  cheers 
marked  the  raucous  event,  “Proud  of  our 
Past,  Looking  to  the  Future,”  with 
organizers  estimating  the  crowd  at  80,000 
and  police  counting  60,000  Pride  par¬ 
ticipants.  By  either  count,  it  was  Boston’s 
largest  lesbian  and  gay  pride  march  ever, 
topping  last  year’s  attendance  by  20,000. 
(Last  year’s  estimates  were  60,000  by 
organizers  and  40,000  by  police.)  It  was,  as 
always,  a  time  for  the  lesbian  and  gay  com¬ 
munity  to  come  out  and  show  its  strength, 
diversity  and  pride. 

This  year’s  event  began  with  a  flag-raising 
and  rally  at  Government  Center.  Speakers 
included  PWA  Coalition  members  Jim 
Sullivan,  Sydney  Bourne  and  Mimi  Joyce, 
state  Rep.  Byron  Rushing  (D-South  End) 
and  Mayor  Raymond  Flynn,  who  shared  the 
stage  with  police  commissioner  Francis 
Roache.  One  of  the  funniest  lines  of  the 
morning  came  from  Rep.  Marjorie  Clapp- 
rood  (D-Sharon),  who  is  running  for 
lieutenant  governor.  Clapprood  made  an 
obscene  suggestion  about  the  use  of  a  six- 
inch  spike  heel  on  gubernatorial  candidate 
Rep.  Steve  Pierce  (R-Westfield),  who 
recently  introduced  legislation  that  could 
ban  gay  men  and  lesbians  from  being  foster 
parents. 

Boston’s  own  dykes  on  bikes,  the  Moving 
Violations  Motorcycle  Club,  led  off  the 
march  to  wild  cheering  from  the  crowd.  A 
colorful  and  diverse  array  of  sounds,  dress 
and  banners  followed  them. 

Floats  sponsored  by  local  men’s  bars  kept 
the  music  blaring  and  passers-by  intrigued. 
Costumes  ranged  from  drag  queens  on  the 
Jacques  float  to  clones  in  jeans  from  Bud¬ 
dies  to  guys  in  leather  from  the  Boston 
Ramrod. 

The  Batucada  Belles,  an  all-women’s  per¬ 
cussion  group,  kept  marchers  moving  with 
their  Afro-Brazilian  rhythms.  The  Lesbian 
and  Gay  Freedom  Trail  Marching  Band  was 


joined  this  year  by  a  full  complement  of 
New  York’s  Big  Apple  Core  Lesbian  and 
Gay  Marching  Band. 

A  sizeable  contingent  from  the  Boston 
Area  Gay  and  Lesbian  Youth  (BAGLY), 
chanted,  “Three-five-seven-nine,  gay  kids 
are  mighty  fine.”  Gay  parents  were  not 
under-represented  either,  as  Gay  Fathers 
marched,  some  with  their  children,  and  Les¬ 
bians  Choosing  Children  made  up  a 
substantial  stroller  contingent.  And  Parents 
and  Friends  of  Lesbians  and  Gays  (PFLAG) 
received  rousing  cheers  from  the  mostly  gay 
onlookers. 

Electoral  politics  brought  home  the  diver¬ 
sity  of  the  march,  as  both  candidates  for 
state  representative  from  the  heavily  gay 
South  End  area  marched  in  the  parade. 
Republican  Mike  Duffy  rode  in  the  back 
seat  of  a  black  Porsche,  while  Democratic 
incumbent  Byron  Rushing  marched  with  a 
condom  in  his  lapel.  White-and-blue  Duffy 
t-shirts  competed  with  pink  triangle  stickers 
reading  “I’m  with  Byron  Rushing,”  which 
were  sported  by  many  marchers. 

Another  popular  sticker  of  the  day  was 
“Liberation  Cannot  be  Repealed,”  a 
reference  to  efforts  by  homophobes  to 
repeal  the  state  lesbian  and  gay  rights  law  by 
holding  a  referendum  in  the  fall.  The 
organization  fighting  the  repeal  was  out  in 
force,  and  signed  up  volunteers  at  a  booth  at 
the  Boston  Common  rally  site. 

ACT  UP/Boston  staged  a  die-in  on  the 
street  in  front  of  the  state  capital,  where  ac¬ 
tivists  chalked  the  figures  of  fallen  bodies 
and  sounded  a  horn  to  symbolize  the  death 
of  one  person  from  AIDS  every  12  minutes. 

The  day’s  biggest  controversy  was  over 
the  speakers  at  the  two  rallies  before  and 
after  the  march.  The  People  with  AIDS 
Coalition  threatened  to  disrupt  the  march 
because  of  the  Pride  Committee’s  failure  to 
select  a  person  with  AIDS  as  a  rally  speaker. 
However,  the  potentially  explosive  conflict 
was  resolved  when  the  Pride  Committee 
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Quote  of  the  week 

“I’m  not  going  to  tell  you  I’d  take  a  gun 
out  and  shoot  them,  but  I’m  not  going  to  tell 
you  I  wouldn’t.” 

—  San  Francisco  police  officer  Gary 
Delaines’  response  to  questions  about 
“ rumors ”  that  AIDS  activists  at  the  Sixth 
International  Conference  on  AIDS  were 
planning  to  throw  HIV-infected  blood  at 
police  officers,  in  The  San  Francisco  Chroni¬ 
cle.  Activists  were  outraged  at  Delagnes’ 
comments,  saying  they  were  intended  to 
foster  public  mistrust  of  activists.  They  add¬ 
ed  that  the  rumors  were  totally  false.  A  t  a 
press  conference  held  to  denounce  the  of¬ 
ficer’s  comments,  AIDS  activist  Arawn 
Eibhlyn  said,  “  The  people  of  San  Francisco 
have  no  reason  to  fear  our  protests.  ” 

Lesbian  wins 
judicial  post 

SAN  FRANCISCO  —  Drawing  on  the 
strength  of  her  grassroots  support,  an  open¬ 
ly  lesbian  attorney  was  elected  to  superior 
court  here  last  week  for  the  first  time  ever. 
Donna  Hitchens  came  from  behind  to  de¬ 
feat  Judge  Jerome  Benson  June  5,  despite 
Benson  endorsements  from  both  major 
daily  San  Francisco  daily  papers. 

Hitchens,  who  picked  up  endorsements 
from  Democratic  clubs,  gay  groups,  and 
almost  every  major  ethnic  organization, 
kept  Benson  on  the  defensive  by  pointing 
out  his  conservative  credentials,  including 
his  membership  in  the  exclusive  Olympic 
Club,  according  to  The  San  Francisco  Sen¬ 
tinel.  Benson  responded  by  resigning  from 
the  club  and  seeking  gay  approval  in  order 
to  cut  into  Hitchens’  support. 

Hitchens  will  become  the  highest  ranking 
openly  lesbian  judge  in  the  country,  and  on¬ 
ly  the  sixth  woman  to  hold  a  seat  among  the 
29  in  the  state  superior  court.

ACT  UP  women 
settle  with  New 
York  over  illegal 
strip-searches 

NEW  YORK  —  In  a  settlement  that  has 
disappointed  some  AIDS  activists  here,  the 
city  government  paid  $232,000  last  month  to 
29  women  who  say  they  were  illegally  strip- 
searched  after  an  ACT  UP  protest  in  March 
1989. 

The  women  were  arrested  on  minor 
charges  that  did  not  necessarily  provide  a 
basis  for  the  “reasonable  cause”  required  to 
lawfully  strip-search  someone. 

“We  had  wanted  a  lot  of  things  aside 
.from  money,”  said  Rachel  Lurie,  who 
received  $8000  as  her  share  of  the  settle¬ 
ment.  She  told  New  York’s  Outweek  that 
many  of  the  women  who  were  arrested  felt 
that  the  money  should  be  donated  to  AIDS 
and  prisoner  advocacy  groups,  or  gay  and 
lesbian  organizations.  Although  the  city  did 
not  admit  illegally  conducting  the  strip- 
search,  said  L.urie,  “unofficially  the  word 
has  gone  out  that  it’s  not  okay  for  the 
guards  to  strip-search,  because  the  city  will 
have  to  pay  for  it.”

Fenway  labor 
dispute  remains 
unresolved 

BOSTON  —  The  Fenway  Community 
Health  Center,  which  serves  many  lesbian 
and  gay  people  here,  has  still  not  selected  a 
contractor  to  complete  the  interior  build¬ 
out  of  its  new  $1,000,000  building.  Some 
have  expressed  concern  that  the  health 
center  may  hire  a  non-union  contractor  to 
do  the  work. 

“GAL  LAN  [Gay  and  Lesbian  Labor  Ac¬ 
tivist  Network!  is  negotiating  with  Fenway 
on  their  commitment  to  use  union  labor,” 
Ginny  Cutting,  a  member  of  the  group,  told 
GCN.  “We  have  run  into  some  problems.” 
Cutting  said,  however,  that  GALLAN  is 
still  optimistic  that  negotiations  will  be  suc¬ 
cessful.  Harry  Collins  of  Fenway  told  GCN 
that  no  final  decision  has  been  made,  and 
that  the  health  center  is  also  hopeful  about 
the  prospects  of  hiring  a  union  contractor.

INS  ban  against  gay 
people  under  fire 

WASHINGTON  —  Activist  organiza¬ 
tions  here  are  threatening  legal  action  if 
Federal  immigration  officials  enforce  a  law 
barring  people  who  profess  to  be  lesbian  or 
gay  from  entering  the  United  States.  The 
groups  say  that  some  people  coming  to  the 
Sixth  International  Conference  on  AIDS, 
which  begins  June  20,  will  declare 
themselves  gay  to  test  the  law.  (See  GCN, 
June  11-17,  1990.) 

In  a  letter  to  Dr.  Louis  Sullivan,  Secretary 
of  Health  and  Human  Services  (HHS),  the 
groups  called  the  policy  “disturbing  and  il¬ 
legal,”  according  to  The  New  York  Times. 
The  letter  was  signed  by  the  American  Civil 
Liberties  Union,  Lambda  Legal  Defense 
Fund,  National  Gay  Rights  Advocates,  the 
Human  Rights  Campaign  Fund,  and  the  Na¬ 
tional  Gav  and  Lesbian  Task  Force 
(NGLTF). 

The  groups  asked  the  HHS  to  reverse  the 
anti-gay  policy,  saying  they  would  defend  in 
court  one  or  more  of  those  detained  at  the 
border  en  route  to  the  conference. 

Immigration  officials  say  they  are  under 
court  order  to  enforce  the  law.  A  1983  ruling 
requires  a  Public  Health  Service  doctor  to 
certify  the  homosexuality  of  anyone  who 
claims  to  be  gay  or  lesbian,  and  to  turn  those 
people  over  to  a  judge,  who  will  decide  if 
they  should  be  denied  entry  into  the  U.S. 

“We  will  enforce  the  law,”  said  Duke 
Austin,  spokesperson  for  the  Immigration 
and  Naturalization  Service. 

“The  law  on  this  was  enacted  in  a  time 
when  homosexuality  was  regarded  as  an  ill¬ 
ness,”  said  NGLTF’s  Urvashi  Vaid.  “We 
now  understand  that  it  is  not  a  medical  con¬ 
dition,  not  an  illness,  not  a  criminal  condi¬ 
tion.”

PHILADELPHIA  —  Thousands  of  people  came  out  June  2  for  the  second  Pride  parade  and  festival  here  in  as 
many  years.  Although  organizers  estimated  the  crowd  at  about  8000,  participants  said  between  2000  and 
3000  people  marched  and  lined  the  parade  route.  In  any  event,  the  turn  out  was  impressive,  given  that  Pride 
has  not  been  celebrated  every  year  in  this  city. 

“What’s  significant  to  me  is  that  Philadelphia’s  doing  it  annually  now,"  said  ACT  UP  member  Scott 
Tucker,  who  attended  the  parade  and  festival. 

The  day  was  marked  by  spirited  chanting,  the  release  of  pink  and  purple  streamers  and  balloons,  and  an 
overall  festive  atmosphere.  Participants  handed  out  condoms,  as  well  as  leaflets  on  a  variety  subjects.  At 
one  point  along  the  route,  marchers  held  a  die-in  and  blocked  traffic  to  symbolize  deaths  from  AIDS. 

The  one  tense  moment  came  when  marchers  were  confronted  with  a  homophobic  sign  at  a  construction 
site.  Onlooking  construction  workers  stood  by  the  sign,  which  said  “Homos  go  home,"  as  the  parade 
marched  by. 

Tucker  told  GCN  that  when  the  ACT  UP  contingent  passed  by  and  saw  the  sign,  the  activists  began 
chanting,  “This  is  our  home,”  and  charged  the  site.  Tucker  said  that  the  workers  “scattered”  when  the  ac¬ 
tivists  ran  up  the  scaffolding  and  partially  built  stairways.  Eventually,  the  activists  made  confetti  out  of  the 
sign  and  danced  in  the  windows  of  the  building,  much  to  the  delight  of  the  parade  crowd  below. 

Tucker  added  that  two  women  who  had  forsaken  their  shirts  were  in  the  foreground  of  the  charge.  “I 
don’t  think  [the  construction  workers]  were  ready  for  bare-chested  women,"  he  said.

State  House  rally 
decries  hatred 

Several  speakers,  including  Evelyn  Murphy,  call  for  the 
end  of  homophobic  violence  and  denounce  recent  anti-gay 
foster  care  legislation

BOSTON  —  An  openly  lesbian  AIDS 
educator  from  Nicaragua  spoke  here  last 
week  as  the  first  part  of  a  national  and  inter¬ 
national  tour  to  raise  money  for  AIDS 
education  in  Nicaragua  and  network  with 
other  lesbian  and  gay  activists.  In  Boston 
from  June  9  to  June  14,  Lupita  Sequeira 
Malespin  spoke  of  bringing  to  fruition  the 
dream  of  organizing  a  lesbian  and  gay  public 
health  team  to  educate  Nicaraguans  about 
AIDS,  and  of  the  homophobia  she  en¬ 
countered  from  Sandinista  party  officials. 

The  tour,  organized  locally  by  gay  nurses 
Jim  Brown  and  Mary  Ann  Kopydlowski, 
and  lesbian  Central  America  activist  Janet 
Raphaelson,  also  included  a  reading  of  her 
poetry  and  meetings  with  AIDS  and  com¬ 
munity  activists. 

At  two  house  parties  here  June  10,  Se¬ 
queira  spoke  of  the  ongoing  efforts  to 
organize  lesbians  and  gay  men  in  Managua, 
leading  ultimately  to  the  formation  in  1987 
of  the  Colectiva  del  Education  Popular  para 
la  Prevention  del  SIDA  (Collective  for 
Popular  Education  for  AIDS  Prevention). 
The  Collective,  created  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Sandinista  Ministry  of  Health  (MIN- 
SA),  represented  the  first  open  participation 
of  lesbians  and  gay  men  in  a  Sandinista 
government  effort.  Under  the  newly  elected 
UNO  coalition  governmment,  the  Collective 
has  severed  its  formal  ties  with  MINSA,  but 
continues  to  educate  Managua  residents 
about  AIDS  and  other  sexually  transmitted

diseases,  and  to  talk  openly  about  lesbian 
and  gay  sexuality. 

In  early  1987,  according  to  Sequeira,  a 
small  group  of  lesbians  and  gay  men  began 
meeting  to  talk  about  issues  of  lesbian  and 
gay  liberation.  They  also  held  social  events 
to  bring  together  the  lesbian  and  gay  com¬ 
munity  in  Managua.  Their  parties  became 
well  known,  bringing  down  the  repression 
of  local  Sandinista  officials. 

Sequeira  told  her  Boston  audience  that  at 
that  time,  she  was  on  personal  leave  from 
the  army.  Two  days  before  she  was  to  return 
from  her  leave,  she  was  visited  by  an  army 
official  who  told  her  the  Sandinista  party 
forbade  her  to  go  to  lesbian  and  gay  parties. 

Her  reponse  was  direct.  “I  told  him,  ‘I’m 
glad  you  came  to  see  me  because  I  wanted 
to  tell  you  this:  I’m  a  lesbian.’  ”  She  refused 
to  avoid  gay  social  events,  and  insisted  on 
the  place  of  lesbians  and  gay  men  in  revolu¬ 
tionary  Nicaragua.  “I  said,  ‘These  people 
are  beautiful.  They  are  Sandinistas,  they  are 
part  of  the  revolution,  too.’  ”  Two  weeks 
later,  Sequeira  was  discharged  from  the  ar¬ 
my,  and  the  party,  as  well. 

Sequeira  was  the  first  to  be  visited  by  the 
authorities,  but  not  the  last.  “All  my  com- 
paneros  were  called  by  the  authorities,”  she 
said.  “We  celebrate  our  anniversary  every 
March  13.  March  13  is  our  Gay  Pride, 
because  that  is  the  day  we  came  out  to  our 
authorities.  When  they  came  to  us,  we  told 
them  that  we  were  gay  and  we  were  proud  of 
it.” 

Out  of  work  and  out  of  the  party,  Se¬ 
queira  and  her  companeros  continued  to 
organize.  That  summer,  they  went  to  MIN¬ 
SA  with  a  proposal  to  form  a  popular  educa¬ 
tion  project  —  staffed  by  lesbians  and  gay 
men  —  to  teach  Nicaraguans  about  AIDS. 


Popular  education  about  health  issues  is  a 
model  that  has  a  long  history  in  Nicaragua 
since  the  overthrow  of  the  Somoza  govern¬ 
ment  in  1979.  In  fact,  Nicaragua  won  special 
recognition  from  the  World  Health 
Organization  in  1981  for  its  popular  educa¬ 
tion  program  to  eradicate  polio,  a  major 
killer  of  young  children. 

“The  Ministry  of  Public  Health  published 
information  iji  the  newspaper  about 
[AIDS],  but  they  weren’t  doing  anything 
else  about  the  disease.  There  was  a  national 
AIDS  commission,  but  they  were  a  paper 
committee,”  said  Sequeira.  “No  one  was 
doing  popular  education.” 

The  proposal  was  enthusiastically  ac¬ 
cepted  by  MINSA  officials,  but  there  was  a 
final  hurdle.  “We  said,  ‘We  are  all  with  the 
revolution,  but  we  have  had  problems  with 
our  authorities  because  we  are  lesbians  and 
gays,’  ”  said  Sequeira.  “  ‘We  have  been 
told  not  to  gather,  and  this  is  gathering,’  ” 
she  said. 

MINSA  officials  were  able  to  relieve  their 
difficulties  with  Managuan  authorities,  and 
encouraged  the  Collective  to  educate 
Nicaraguans  about  lesbians  and  gay  men,  as 
well  as  AIDS. 

With  the  support  of  San  Francisco’s 
Nicaragua  AIDS  Education  Project,  the 
Collective  has  obtained  two  VCRs  and  an 
educational  video,  “Ojos  que  no  ven" 
(“Eyes  that  don’t  see”)  produced  by  San 
Francisco’s  AIDS  Latino  Project.  The 
popular  health  educators,  or  brigidistas 
have  visited  private  homes,  neighborhoods, 
high  schools,  universities,  hospitals  and 
government  ministries.  The  brigidistas  also 
carry  out  regular  informational  meetings  in 
parks  known  to  by  gay  cruising  areas,  hand¬ 
ing  out  condoms  and  talking  about  AIDS 
transmission. 

Since  the  election  of  the  UNO  coalition 
government  this  spring,  the  collective  has 
severed  its  ties  with  the  government.  They 
have  formed  an  independent  foundation 
called  NIMEHUATZIN,  an  indigenous 
word  meaning  “those  moving  forward 
together  in  a  noble  cause.”  The 
foundation’s  work  includes  AIDS  preven¬ 
tion  education  among  prostitutes  and  in  the 
contra  camps.  Foundation  members  also 
carry  out  popular  education  about  other 
sexually  transmitted  diseases. 

Sequeira  said  that  while  the  Sandinista 
loss  in  the  elections  was  “very  bad”  for  the 
party  and  the  collective,  it  also  provides  an 
opportunity  for  the  party  to  conduct  inter¬ 
nal  reforms,  including  making  the  Frente 
more  democratic.  She  points  out  that  the 
ruling  UNO  coalition  is  made  up  of  14  par¬ 
ties  who  together  won  55  percent  of  the 
vote,  compared  to  the  single  Sandinista  par¬ 
ty,  which  earned  41  percent  of  the  vote. 
“The  power  of  the  revolution  is  still  with 
[the  Sandinistas].” 

Sequeira’s  next  stop  in  her  international 
tour  will  be  New  York  City,  and  from  there 
she  is  scheduled  to  go  to  the  San  Francisco 
Sixth  International  Conference  on  AIDS. 
While  in  San  Francisco,  she  is  planning  to 
read  her  poetry  at  “Perverse  Verse,”  a  gay 
poetry  performance  June  23.  She  is  also 
scheduled  to  appear  on  a  June  26  panel  en¬ 
titled  “Lesbian  Organizing  in  Latin 
America.” 

From  San  Francisco,  Sequeira  goes  to 
Stockholm  for  the  International  Lesbian 
and  Gay  Association  Conference.  She  is 
then  planning  to  travel  throughout  Europe, 
to  England,  Scotland,  Italy,  West  Germany 
and  Spain  to  raise  money  for  NIMEHUAT¬ 
ZIN  and  network  with  other  lesbian  and  gay 
and  AIDS  activists.  □

BOSTON  —  Two  days  after  the  massive 
Pride  rally  here,  several  hundred  lesbians 
and  gay  men  descended  upon  the  State 
House  June  1 1 ,  calling  for  an  end  to  the  hate 
promulgated  by  a  variety  of  political  forces 
across  Massachusetts.  Speakers,  including 
Lt.  Gov.  Evelyn  Murphy,  demanded  that 
anti-gay  political  candidates  be  defeated, 
that  the  lesbian  and  gay  rights  law  be 
upheld,  and  that  restrictions  on  lesbian  and 
gay  foster  parenting  be  lifted.  The  Coalition 
for  Lesbian  and  Gay  Civil  Rights,  which 
sponsored  the  rally,  used  the  occasion  to 
hand  out  endorsements  to  Murphy  for 
governor  and  state  Sen.  William  Golden 
(D-Weymouth)  for  lieutenant  governor. 

In  her  speech  to  the  crowd,  Murphy  con¬ 
demned  the  recent  wave  of  anti-gay  violence 
in  Boston.  “Laws  are  no  good  unless  they 
are  enforced,”  she  said.  Promising  to  lead 
an  era  of  inclusion,  she  declared,  “We  must 
stand  up  and  say  that  [anti-gay  violence]  is 
wrong.  It  is  offensive.  It  is  dangerous.  And 
it  must  be  stopped.  This  is  how  fascism 
began  —  by  a  group  of  thugs.” 

Murphy  said  that  her  belief  in  the  right  to 
privacy  means  that  everyone  has  “the  right 
to  make  certain  decisions  in  private.”  She 
said,  for  instance,  that  she  trusted  women  to 
make  their  own  personal  decisions  about, 
abortion.  Murphy  also  summoned  a  vision 
of  “a  state  which  cherishes  the  lives  of  peo¬ 
ple  with  AIDS.” 

Other  speakers  at  the  rally  included 
Rosemary  Dunn  Dalton  of  the  Greater 
Boston  Lesbian  and  Gay  Political  Alliance, 
and  Golden.  Citing  a  Pennsylvania  study 
which  concludes  that  lesbians  and  gay  men 
are  seven  times  more  likely  than  others  to  be 
victimized  by  assault,  Dunn  Dalton  told  the 
boisterous  crowd,  “The  more  open  we  are, 
the  more  resistance  we  will  have  to  sustain 
—  at  least  for  a  while.” 

Golden  echoed  Dunn  Dalton’s  call  to 
“take  no  more  violence,”  saying,  “We  will 
not  accept  the  most  despicable  of  efforts  — 


to  degrade  or  debase  human  beings.” 
Golden  expressed  disgust  with  what  he 
called  “the  haters.”  “I  don’t  care  if  it’s  a 
Democrat  or  Republican,”  he  said.  “When 
they  are  purveyors  of  hate,  the  don’t 
deserve  to  belong  to  either  party.” 

Ralliers  lambasted  public  figures,  such  as 
Bernard  Cardinal  Law  and  Sen.  Edward  Kirby 
(R-Whitman),  for  fueling  hate  against  the 
lesbian  and  gay  community.  Gubernatorial 
candidate  Rep.  Steven  Pierce  (R-Westfield) 
was  also  a  major  target  because  of  legisla¬ 
tion  he  recently  introduced  that  would  ban 
gay  men  and  lesbians  from  being  foster 
parents.  (See  GCN,  May  27-June  2,  1990.) 

Murphy  addressed  the  issue  in  her  speech 
and  criticized  the  legislation.  “There  are 
children  in  this  state  who  need  care,”  she 
said.  “Would  we  be  so  cruel  as  to  deny  them 
the  love  they  deserve?” 

The  Coalition’s  David  LaFontaine  said 
that  it  was  “incredible”  that  Murphy  “came 
out  so  strongly  for  gay  foster  parenting.” 
He  said  that  Murphy’s  support  will  be 
crucial  because  even  though  Pride 
demonstrated  the  unprecedented  strength 
by  the  gay  and  lesbian  community,  “You’d 
have  to  go  back  many  years  to  find  a  more 
dangerous  time.” 

Pierce’s  press  secretary,  Jordan  St.  John, 
told  GCN  that  “Steve  Pierce  doesn’t  have  a 
homophobic  bone  in  his  body.”  St.  John 
said  that  Pierce  offered  an  amendment 
stating  that  lesbians  and  gay  men  may  be 
obstacles  to  the  welfare  of  a  child  because  he 
was  concerned  about  the  “societal  pressures 
which  place  an  additional  burden  on  an 
already  fragile  child.”  Added  St.  John, 
“Look,  we  have  a  group  of  kids  here  who 
have  already  been  subject  to  abuse.” 

St.  John  insisted  that  the  notion  that 
Pierce  harbors  prejudice  against  lesbians 
and  gay  men  is  unfounded.  “He  voted 
against  the  gay  rights  legislation  on  the  basis

A  prevailing  hush 

Dear  GCN: 

Marsha  Zabarsky’s  letter  to  the  editor 
( GCN  April  1-7,  1990)  in  support  of  my 
Speaking  Out  about  abuse  by  lesbian  and 
gay  physicians  and  therapists  ( GCN  Feb. 
18-24,  1990)  came  at  a  moment  when  I  really 
needed  it.  Anybody  who’s  ever  been  sexual¬ 
ly  violated  by  someone  in  a  position  of 
power  and  authority  within  their  own  com¬ 
munity  knows  what  it’s  like  to  be  nagged  by 
the  constant  fear  of  running  into  their 
perpetrator  afterwards.  You  never  know 
when  you  might  turn  a  familiar  corner,  push 
open  a  door  you’ve  safely  opened  a  hundred 
times  before,  and  run  smack  into  the  person 
you’re  still  having  nightmares  about.  I  had 
just  returned  from  such  a  chance  encounter 
when  I  opened  my  GCN  and  saw  Marsha’s 
letter.  It  was  a  good  moment  to  be  reminded 
that  others  out  there  also  believe  that  ex¬ 
ploitative  behavior  by  our  health  care  peo¬ 
ple  is  an  insult  and  threat  to  the  entire  gay 
and  lesbian  community,  and  that  someone 
has  heard  and  responded  to  the  words  I’ve 
been  able  to  say  on  the  subject. 

Unfortunately,  there’s  a  lot  that  can’t  be 
said.  Since  affluent  professionals  who 
perpetrate  abuse  are  notorious  for  using  the 
legal  system  to  harass  their  victims  into 
silence,  victims/survivors  are  warned  that 
when  they  write  about  their  experiences  or 
run  into  their  perpetrators  inpublic,  they’d 
better  keep  their  mouths  half-shut  and  not 
point  a  finger  in  the  right  direction.  This  gag 
rule  is  particularly  hard  to  tolerate  if  you’ve 
been  getting  reports  that  the  abuser  has  not 
only  lied  about  what  happened  but  has  tried 
to  excuse  her  own  behavior  by  telling  your 
confidential  clinical  business  (or  her 
distorted,  self-serving  version  of  it)  to  ac¬ 
quaintances  of  yours  (and  god  knows  who 
else)  with  your  name  attached  to  it.  This  is  a 
sickening  situation  to  have  to  live  with.  It’s 
consequently  not  surprising,  though  certain¬ 
ly  alarming,  that  the  majority  of  the  lesbians 
I’ve  met  who  were  sexually  victimized  by 
their  doctors  or  therapists  decided  to  pack 
up  and  leave  the  community  that  it  happen¬ 
ed  in  —  or  that  a  significant  minority  of 
them  attempted  suicide  first. 

As  a  community,  we  promote  and  glorify 
our  healers,  quoting  them  and  advertising 
them,  inviting  them  to  speak  at  our  events, 
and  referring  people  to  them  through  our 
organizations  and  hotlines  and  networks  — 
sometimes  continuing  to  hype  them  in  these 
ways  after  there  is  reason  to  know  about 
alleged  or  substantiated  charges  of  miscon¬ 
duct.  Obviously,  practitioners  deserve  some 
protection  from  trial-by-rumor.  But  my 
point  is  that  at  the  moment  they’re  generally 
not  being  “tried”  (or  held  accountable) 
anywhere  —  and  that  we  don’t  hear  about  it 
on  the  rare  occasions  that  they  are.  Mean¬ 
while,  there  are  all  these  studies  that  indicate 
that  sexual  contact  between  clinician  and 
patient  puts  the  patient  at  extremely  high 
risk  for  serious  emotional  damage,  and  that 
up  to  80  percent  of  the  physicians  and 
therapists  who  have  had  (or  attempted  to 
have)  sexual  contact  with  one  client/patient 
will  have  such  contact  with  other  patients  as 
well. 

As  Marsha  Zabarsky  points  out,  it’s  hard 
to  look  at  our  own  “dirty  laundry.”  But  as 
consumers  of  medical  care  and  mental 
health  care,  don’t  we  all  have  a  right  to 
know  about  all  those  hushed-up  scandals, 
the  “voluntary”  (and  not-so-voluntary) 
resignations,  relocations,  and  license  relin¬ 
quishments  by  people  to  whom  we  might 
choose  to  entrust  our  very  lives,  and  about 
the  suicide  attempts  and  severe  depressions 
these  “healers”  have  brought  on  their 
previous  patients?  I  don’t  know  how  we  can 
start  talking  about  this  with  the  relevant 
health  care  workers’  names  attached,  given 
the  constant  threat  of  lawsuit  and  the  fact 
that  only  an  estimated  four  to  eight  percent 
of  all  cases  of  sexual  contact  between  patient 
and  clinician  ever  gets  officially  reported 
anywhere  (a  percentage  that  is  no  doubt 
even  lower  within  our  community).  But  1  do 
know  that  the  kind  of  hush  that’s  currently 
prevailing  is  not  a  healthy  one.

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Protest  INS  restrictions 
against  HIV-positive  people 

Dear  GCN: 

ACT  UP/Boston  has  joined  the  boycott 
of  the  Sixth  International  Conference  on 
AIDS,  taking  place  June  20-24  in  San  Fran¬ 
cisco. 

The  purpose  of  the  boycott  is  to  protest 
the  exclusionary  policies  of  the  U.S.  Im¬ 
migration  and  Naturalization  Service  (INS). 
Current  policies  make  it  difficult  for  persons 
who  are  HIV  positive  to  travel  to  the  United 
States.  HIV-positive  people  are  also  barred 
from  immigrating  to  this  country.  These 
policies  ignore  the  fact  that  AIDS  is  an  in¬ 
fectious  but  not  a  contagious  disease,  which 
is  not  transmitted  through  casual  contact. 
Gay,  lesbian,  and  bisexual  people  are  also 
currently  legally  excluded  from  visiting  or 
immigrating  to  the  U.S.  on  the  basis  of  a 
McCarthy-era  law  barring  “sexual 
deviants.” 

In  April,  due  to  protest  from  several 
fronts,  the  Bush  administration  modified 
the  policiy  of  complete  exclusion  of  HIV¬ 
positive  visitors  to  one  which  allows  HIV¬ 
positive  travellers  to  get  a  special  10-day 
waiver  in  order  to  enter  the  U.S.  to  attend 
conferences  which  are  deemed  to  be  “in  the 
public  interest.”  This  modification  does  not 
deal  with  the  exclusion  of  people  who  wish 
to  visit  for  other  reasons  or  to  immigrate, 
nor  does  it  address  the  fact  that  the  HIV  ex¬ 
clusion  exists  for  political  rather  than  public 
health-related  reasons.  No  groups  have 
withdrawn  from  the  boycott  as  a  result  of 
this  inadequate  measure. 

The  boycott  of  the  conference  is  sup¬ 
ported  by  over  80  organizations,  including 
AIDS  activist  and  service  groups  (ACT 
UP/San  Francisco,  ACT  NOW,  Gay  Men’s 
Health  Crisis,  Shanti,  the  Names  Project), 
gay  and  lesbian  groups  (National  Gay  and 
Lesbian  Task  Force),  international  health 
organizations  (International  League  of  Red 
Cross  and  Red  Crescent  Societies),  and 
groups  in  several  foreign  countries,  in¬ 
cluding  the  Scandinavian  countries  (where 
the  boycott  was  initiated),  Canada,  Britain, 
France,  Australia,  and  a  number  of  African 
countries. 

The  fate  of  the  1992  conference  planned 
for  Boston  is  in  jeopardy  unless  U.S.  im¬ 
migration  policies  are  changed.  A  step  in 
this  direction  is  the  proposed  Rowland  bill, 
which  would  give  the  Department  of  Health 
and  Human  Services  the  sole  authority  in 
deciding  which  health  conditions  merit  ex¬ 
clusion  (the  current  HIV  restriction  is  the 
result  of  a  1987  Jesse  Helms  ammendment), 
and  bills  by  Barney  Frank  and  Alan  Simp¬ 
son  which  would  eliminate  the  exclusion  of 
homosexuals.  It  is  crucial  that  future  AIDS 
conferences  be  located  only  in  countries  that 
allow  free  access  to  all  people  who  are  com¬ 
mitted  to  overcoming  the  epidemic.

Gay  at  Attica:  no  love  letters 
allowed 


Dear  GCN: 

I  am  a  paralegal  and  a  ‘jailhouse  lawyer’ 
and  would  appreciate  some  of  the  legal  in¬ 
formation  packets  that  you  send  out  as 
resource  material  for  litigation  I’m  involved 
in.  I  don’t  have  any  trouble  getting  GCN, 
but  the  prison  officials  have  been  interfering 
with  the  NAMBLA  Bulletin.  1  want  to 
challenge  this  in  court  because  NAMBLA 
does  not  advocate  violating  the  criminal 
law,  but  rather  seeks  to  work  as  a  special  in¬ 
terest  group  to  bring  about  changes  in  the 
law  by  legal  and  peaceful  means. 

Furthermore,  I  help  a  lot  of  my  gay 
friends  in  here,  especially  the  ones  who  are 
openly  effeminate  in  their  behavior,  with 
their  legal  problems.  Gay  prisoners  ex¬ 
perience  a  lot  of  gay  bashing,  hate,  harass¬ 
ment  and  abuse  in  here  from  both  the  anti¬ 
gay  inmates  and  guards,  and  it  gets  rough  at 
times.  Gays  are  denied  equal  opportunities 
in  housing,  employment,  program  assign¬ 
ments  and  facilities.  There  are  no  gays  in  the 
honor  block  at  all  and  many  have  been 
wrongfully  removed  from  their  job 
assignments  and  segregated  solely  because 
they  were  homosexual,  with  no  evidence  of 
wrongdoing  at  all.  Many  are  being  denied 
transfers  to  prisons  closer  to  their  homes 
and  families,  or  to  less  high  security 
facilities.  Several  prisoners  have  been 
punished  for  writing  gay  love  letters  to  other 
prisoners,  or  for  possessing  such  letters. 

Of  course,  I  must  mention  that  there  is  a 
great  deal  of  gay  sex  going  on  here  at  Attica, 
and  everyone  is  not  opposed  to  it.  There  are 
those  who  have  hang-ups  and  negative  feel¬ 
ings  about  gay  sex  and  cause  trouble,  but 
there  are  also  a  lot  of  guys  who  love  the 
homosexuals  and  support  them  and 
welcome  the  opportunity  to  ‘freak  off’  and 
make  love  to  a  gay  lover.  There’s  good  and 
bad,  bitter  and  sweet.  It’s  not  all  wine  and 
roses,  but  we  have  those  who  love  us  too. 

I  always  enjoy  the  letters  pages  in  GCN. 


It’s  wonderful  to  have  the  compassion  and 
support  of  a  national  newspaper  like  GCN, 
and  I  love  you  for  it.  We  all  need  to  stick 
together,  inside  or  outside,  and  continue  the 
fight  for  understanding  and  justice.

Vengeance  begets  vengeance:  a 
morality  play 

Dear  GCN: 

When  I  was  a  child,  about  nine  or  ten 
years  old,  I  passed  by  an  old  hound  chained 
in  one  of  the  yards  on  my  way  to  school. 
One  day  I  unchained  the  hound  and  urged 
him  to  play  with  me.  The  hound  wouldn’t 
respond  as  1  desired;  he  just  looked  at  me 
with  big  soft  eyes.  I  even  tried  dragging  him 
out  of  the  yard  and  down  the  street,  but  he 
would  only  trot  back  to  his  prison. 

The  hound  wouldn’t  do  what  I  wanted 
and  being  an  angry  child  1  decided  to  punish 
him.  Every  time  I  passed  the  hound  I  kicked 
him.  The  hound  never  ran  away.  After  all, 
he  was  chained.  Now  and  then  he  would 
growl,  but  a  well-placed  kick  would  deflate 
his  spirit. 

One  day,  things  changed.  When  I  kicked 
the  hound  he  sunk  his  teeth  into  my  leg, 
sending  me  away  limping  and  screaming. 
My  father  demanded  to  know  where  the  dog 
was  that  bit  me.  Together  we  went  to  the 
door  of  the  owner’s  house.  An  elderly 
gentleman  came  to  the  door.  He  couldn’t 
believe  his  hound  had  bit  me.  I  was  asked  to 
explain  what  had  happened  and  after  a  while 
I  told  them  everything. 

The  owner  listened  to  my  story  and  then 
he  sat  down  on  the  porch  and  said,  ‘Son, 
that  hound  isn’t  special  in  any  way,  I 
suppose.  A  few  years  ago  I  had  to  sell  my 
farm  and  move  to  the  city  to  be  near  a 
hospital  for  my  heart  condition.  That  hound 


came  with  me  from  a  life  of  freedom  to  a  life 
of  chains.  He’s  been  worthless  ever  since. 
Last  summer  I  visited  a  friend’s  farm  and  all 
the  hound  would  do  is  what  he  does  now,  eat 
and  sleep.  The  chain  was  gone  but  he  still 
felt  its  weight  on  his  heart.  The  fox-chasing 
glimmer  in  his  eyes  was  gone! 

Today,  after  ten  years  in  a  maximum 
security  prison,  I  understand  that  hound 
even  more.  Now  I’m  the  one  being  kicked 
because  I  won’t  always  do  what  a  spoiled 
brat  wants  me  to.  Society  is  that  spoiled 
brat,  and  it  is  slow  in  learning  that  as  it  kicks 
its  hounds  again  and  again  in  the  name  of 
‘correction’  and  ‘protection’,  the  ‘cure’ 
turns  out  to  be  the  cause,  of  a  desperate 
biting  back.

thought  by  many  to  be  a  cause  of  AIDS.) 

“If  we  can  educate  the  prison  system 
about  [AIDS],  that  biting  can’t  transmit 
HIV,”  said  Spear,  “then  it’s  a  moot  point 
whether  or  not  he  bit  the  guard.” 

Greenspan  said  that  many  HlV-transmis- 
sion  laws  reflect  ignorance  about  AIDS,  and 
are  open  to  dangerously  wide  interpretation. 
For  instance,  she  said,  under  the  New  Jersey 
law  used  to  convict  Smith,  the  prosecution 
was  not  required  to  prove  that  Smith  had  the 
ability  to  kill  the  prison  guard  with  his 
saliva,  but  only  that  he  believed  he  did. 

Coalition-building 

Although  they  were  not  involved  in 
Smith’s  initial  trial,  AIDS  activists  here  have 
gradually  come  to  focus  on  his  case.  “I 
think  it  would  have  helped  if  we  could  have 
applied  pressure  [on  the  court]  right  from 
the  beginning,”  said  Paul  Champion,  a 
member  of  ACT  UP/Philadelphia.  “We 
lamented  at  the  sentencing  that  we  had 
missed  out  so  badly.” 

Nonetheless,  BWMT’s  Spear  told  GCN 
he  was  pleased  by  the  range  of  groups  now 
working  on  Smith’s  case.  For  instance,  he 
said,  “there  are  very  few  Black  members  of 
ACT  UP,  and  we’re  proud  that  ACT  UP  is 
taking  a  genuine  interest  in  this.”  He  also 
said  that  he  believed  a  variety  of  organiza¬ 
tions  working  together  would  be  important 
in  overcoming  the  prejudices  levelled  at  peo¬ 
ple  with  AIDS.  “We  need  a  coalition  of 
diverse  groups  dealing  with  HIV  infection,” 
he  said. 

Greenspan  was  also  optimistic  about  the 
coalition  forming  around  Smith,  calling  it 
“tremendously  significant.”  “AIDS  ac¬ 
tivists  have  traditionally  focused  on  AIDS 
drugs  and  the  federal  government,”  she 
said. 

“The  courts  don’t  see  a  prisoners’  rights 
movement,”  said  Greenspan.  “But  the 
more  they  do  see  it,  the  less  likely  things  like 
Greg’s  case  are  going  to  be.”  She  said  she 
thought  it  was  particularly  courageous  of 
Smith  to  stand  up  so  vigilantly  for  his  rights, 
knowing  that  “the  outspoken  [prisoners] 
are  targeted  for  the  worst  treatment.” 

Loretta  Desvernine,  another  member  of 
ACT  UP/Philadelphia,  told  GCN  that  news 
of  Smith’s  conviction,  although  belated, 
moved  the  group  to  attend  Smith’s  senten¬ 
cing.  “We  went  in  support  because  [the  con¬ 
viction]  was' unjust,”  she  said.  She  added 
that  several  groups  in  the  area  were  planning 
to  provide  follow-up  assistance  to  Smith, 
initially  through  a  Gregory  Smith  forum  to 
be  held  June  22  at  the  Church  of  St.  Luke 
and  the  Epiphany  in  Philadelphia.  The 
primary  organizers  of  the  forum  are  We  The 
People,  ACT  UP  and  BWMT. 

In  the  meantime,  Smith  awaits  the 
rescheduling  of  his  appeal,  which  was 
delayed  June  6  for  reasons  that  remain 
unclear.  “It’s  purposely  an  incredibly  ineffi¬ 
cient  system,”  said  Champion.  “But  if 
there’s  any  justice,  this  thing  will  get  over¬ 
turned.”

agreed  to  allow  three  members  of  the  PWA 
Coalition  to  speak  at  the  morning  rally. 

Steven  Busby  of  the  PWA  Coalition  told 
GCN  that  the  conflict  developed  when  he 
learned  there  were  no  PWA  speakers.  Busby 
said  he  was  also  angered  that  there  was  only 
one  person  of  color  and  no  bisexual 
speakers.  He  added  that  while  a  member  of 
ACT  UP  had  been  elected  as  a  speaker, 
“ACT  UP  is  primarily  an  AIDS  activist 
organization  with  some  PWA  members.  It  is 
not  primarily  an  organization  of  PWAs.” 
Busby  also  said  that  it  would  be  a 
misrepresentation  of  people  with  AIDS  to 
only  have  an  AIDS  activist  speak,  since,  he 
said,  most  people  with  AIDS  are  not  ac¬ 
tivists. 

According  to  Dan  Pitcher  of  the  Pride 
Committee,  speakers  were  chosen  by  a 
ballot  distributed  widely  in  the  lesbian  and 
gay  community.  He  said  the  PWA  speaker 
nominated,  Fred  Mandel,  was  not  elected. 
Pitcher  also  pointed  out  that  the  ACT  UP 
speaker,  Benjamin  Incenti,  is  a  person  with 
AIDS. 

Pitcher  added  that  controversy  over  who 
is  selected  as  a  pride  speaker  is  traditional, 
and  that  the  balloting  procedure  was  an  at¬ 
tempt  to  make  the  process  more  democratic. 
He  said  that  while  the  Pride  Committee 
has  not  made  any  decision  about  how  to 
select  speakers  for  next  year’s  event,  he 
himself  would  advocate  more  limited 
voting,  with  the  Pride  Committee  allocating 


certain  speaking  slots  to  under-represented 
groups. 

The  afternoon  rally  took  place  without  in¬ 
cident,  except  for  a  little  rain  in  the  last  half- 
hour.  The  rally  began  with  a  packed  stage, 
as  the  Boston  Gay  Men’s  Chorus  per¬ 
formed.  The  singers  were  followed  by  a 
roster  of  performers,  comics,  and  political 
speakers  that  included  ACT  UP’s  Incenti,  a 
selection  from  the  Theater  Offensive’s 
“Blame  it  On  the  Big  Banana,”  and  stand- 
up  comedians  Tony  Rose  and  Lea  DeLaria. 
Bet  Power  of  Shelix,  a  Northampton-based 
s/m  support  group,  spoke  of  the  power  of 
diversity  and  pride. 

Lesbian  and  Gay  Pride  Day  is,  perhaps 
above  all,  a  day  of  personal  experiences.  “I 
like  seeing  people  out  that  I  never  see  at 
other  times  of  the  year,  especially  people  of 
color,”  said  Troy  Whitaker,  a  Black  gay 
Coast  Guard  veteran  transplanted  from 
Kansas  to  Boston. 

“The  best  thing  is  all  the  pheromones 
floating  in  the  air,”  said  local  lesbian  ac¬ 
tivist  Kay  Diaz. 

“Gay  people  are  so  much  more  colorful 
than  straight  people,”  added  Bostonian 
Kathy  Sands. 

But  some  participants  still  saw  gaps  in  the 
Pride  celebration.  “This  was  my  first  gay 
pride,”  said  Antonietta  Gimeno,  a  Latina 
lesbian,  “I  didn’t  feel  connected.  There  was 
not  a  real  presence  of  Black  and  Latina 
sisters.  The  parade  didn’t  reflect  who  really 
lives  in  the  city  —  there  are  many  more  gay 
and  lesbian  people  of  color  than  were  at  the 
march.”  Gimeno  said,  “Most  of  the 
speeches  didn’t  make  the  connection  be¬ 
tween  our  struggles,  for  example,  between 
violence  against  gay  people  and  violence 
against  people  of  color.” 

However,  Gimeno  added,  “There  were 
times  during  the  march  when  I  felt  very  em¬ 
powered  —  that  I’m  a  lesbian  and  I  was  say¬ 
ing  that.”  □

threw  them  to  the  ground.  Observers  also 
said  that  police  shoved  the  protesters  and 
forced  them  against  a  wall.  The  activists 
were  held  against  the  wall,  but  not  placed 
under  legal  arrest,  until  after  Bush’s  motor¬ 
cade  had  safely  passed.  The  protesters  then 
moved  to  the  upper  entrance  where  the  Re 
publican  fundraiser,  which  raised  over 
$1  million,  was  just  letting  out. 

On  a  local  television  broadcast  that  night, 
Bush  responded  to  the  incident  with 
laughter,  saying,  “I  love  Illinois  —  it’s 
always  lively  here.”  The  president  went  on 
to  say  that,  “The  federal  government  is  do¬ 
ing  far  more  in  terms  of  research  on  AIDS  to 
help  this  horrible  national  crisis  than  it  has 
ever  done  in  the  past.  And  it  will  continue 
to.”  □

that  [those  rights]  are  sufficiently  covered 
under  existing  legislation.”  St.  John  also 
said  that  Pierce  wants  to  be  governor 
precisely  because  he  does  not  have  enough 
leverage  as  a  representative  to  ensure  that 
the  authorities  would  enforce  the  law. 

LaFontaine  told  GCN  that  Pierce’s  office 
was  being  “very  disingenuous.”  “The 
Pierce  amendment  is  the  most  homophobic 
legislation  that  the  state  legislature  has  ever 
acted  upon,”  he  said.  “The  fact  that  the 
amendment  also  potentially  discriminates 
against  single  people  does  not  diminish  the 
homophobia.”  LaFontaine  added  that  ac¬ 
tivists  are  considering  widespread  civil 
disobedience  targeted  against  Pierce.  □
